The prior art of record does not render obvious to one ordinarily skilled in the art 
at the time of applicant's invention nor anticipate the combination of claimed elements 
including "extracting metadata of the persons from among electronic documents that 
include information about the persons; linking the metadata extracted based on a co- 
occurring relationship of the information about the persons in the electronic documents" 
and "displaying the personal connection map graphically based on the retrieved 
secondary metadata displaying a tree structure based upon eliminating from the 
personal connection map a first link representing a weakest personal connection among 
N links, N being an integer greater than one, when a closed loop is formed by N nodes 
and the N links in the personal connection map, the tree structure including the N nodes 
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and N-1 links other than the first link" as recited in independent claim 1 and similarly 
recited in independent claims 26 and 32. 

The remaining claims, 22-25, 28, 29-31, and 34-37, are dependent claims, thus 
these claims are patently distinct over the art of record for at least the above reasons.
